Deapite reporta (bm Tvfka, Japan 
wlU remain obdurate In insisting upon 
tho validity ot the mandate over Y'ap. 
It was learned here that high Japan- 
ese authorities Incline to iho view that 
every nation vitally Interested in the 
Vap issue eventually muBt make con- 
cessions and no one power can have 
its full claims accepted. 

Japan, It is authoritatively beUaved, . 
will follow a course along thia line. 

1: In the forthcoming reply to the 
ITnited States, Japan probably will 
state Its position regarding the man- 
date over Vap re n.iin the same, that 
tile mandate wa.i allocated properly to 
Japan by tho Allied Supreme Council 
and that the American protests 
against the Japanese mandate raises a 
(luestlon which must be finally deoid- 
eii iiy all the principal allied powern.

How farmers of the stete may save 
from 16,000,000 to 110,000.000 annual- 
ly through the proper care of stover 
and feeding .livestock was discussed 
by Professor E. S. Good, as.sistant di- 
rector of the State lOxperinient .Sta- 
tion, Kentucky I'nlversity College of 
Agriculture in an aildre.is to farmers 
and breeder.4 at the liouilMHi .stock 
Yards. Prof. Good's talk was given 
in connection with the Farmer's Bet- 
ter Sire Sale, June 2nd., to be con- 
ducted by The Kentucky Pure Bred 
Uvestook association and the Louis- 
ville Livestook Bxchange, at which 200 
pure bred registered biiilsl will be sold 
ut aiicUon. 
The address of Prof. Good follows: 
"\ am one -of those who believe 
Kentucky should have more cattle, a 
larger number of head of livestock. 
1 have been In thi's game nuiio a iuii!i- 
lier of years andH can remember the 
time when the Imllock .went to the 
market weighing 1800 pounds, then 
after a few years, came down to 1400 
iiounds. No one thought of putting a 
steer on the market weighing less 
titan 1400 pounds, eo we are getting 
them to a much smaller weight, de- 
veloping quality and In order to do It, 
must liave bettef sires. In Olden times 
In Illinois, wo always luttcned cattle 
with sixty bushels of enrii and a ton 
of clover hay, but a man feedlni; that 

today would go broke, if we are i 
going to be successful In feeding 
Steers, wo must learn iiow to out the 
cost. A man who feeds an unlimited 
amount of com Is going to come out 
of the little end of the horn. I want 
to say to you that Kentucky loses an- 
nually a great deal In livestook by not 
conserving the roughs. The losses by 
not taking proper care of stover Is 
estimated any\^hcre from five million 
to ten millions or in other words, one 
fourth of the stover in K<'ntnekv Is 
lost. If you leave it out on the fields, 
the rain causes a loss, and if yon wait 
untilspring to feed It yon get very 
Uttip out of it. If It Is cut with the 

corn and put Into the silo, the steer 
eats all of It and thus It Is conserved. 
If we are going to feed, we must have 
ration. The old method of feeding cat- 
tle was a full feeding of silage, full 
feeding of com, of cotton seed meat, 
and etc. The next thing was that 
clover hay nas not necessary when 
feeding nntrogenons feeds as cotton- 
seed meal, and w-lth this, it can be 
eliminated.

In no heitr/' condition, financially. 
Never before, in the lilrttory of civil- 
ization haa sucli heroic efforts been 
made to solve the problem or wealth 
and poverty as today. Alf civilized 
governments are legialaling on the 
subject of economic justice or in 
justice. I/ibor Just now Is taking the 
lead. But little is doing to correct the 
other evil — tbrlftleasness or Improv' 
Idence. Indeed the high prices of la 
bor during the war has tended to 
make the people more extravagant and 
wasteful. 

l..egl9lfltion can never help the poor 
to iAibstantlal comfort and Independ 
ence until they lenrn to save their 
earnings and provide for a rainy day 
and old age. puring the building of 
the dam near here wages wer enor 
mously high. A few men took ad- 
vantage of this, aaved (their money 
and bought s home: but the greater 
number spent all their wagen and arc 
as poor todiiy as they were six rears 
ago. 

Co-operation Is one method of re- 
ducing poverty iiiiil ilisirilnil inp 
wealth. Many .successful experiment.'! 
are being made on this plan. It has 
become fashionable or customary for 
millionaires to distribute their for- 
tunes by establishing foundations for 
research, for sanitation, for colleges, 
hospitals, orphanages, hotaes for the 
aged, the dellntiuenta. the maimed and 
blind and deaf and dumb, and many 
other phases of benevolence. It seems 
hardly the thiiiL' i<> accnniulate a for- 
tune by opproRsion .niil restore It by 
benevolence. 

In our lesson today, a woo la pro- 
nounced against them "who join 
house to bouse." The accumulation of 
large holdings of real estate, mlliutes 
against the Intereeu of society and 
should be prohibited by law. Large 
estates and absentee landlordism has 
led to bloody revolutions. The trend, 
toilay, is against these vase estates. 

He has never 
deeded a foot of it to man It Is for 
man's benefit. Those nccuniul.-ilions 
tend to the poverty of the masses The 
best state of society exists where men 
own their homes and cultivate the soil 
with their own hands.
